THE ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE MONETARY CIRCULATION IN ARMENIA 
V CENTURY B.C. - XIV CENTURY A.D. 
(Summary ) 


Medieval Armenian national coins in massive quantities have 
been struck outside of Mother Armenia: in Cilician Armenia where 
the Armenians had their independent kingdom. In Cilician Armenia 
striking Armenian coins started with the Roupenian barons. This was 
accelerated with baron Levon II. All of these baronial copper coins 
had Armenian inscriptions, names of barons and a cross, the symbol 
of their Christian faith. However, the Armenian monetary system de- 
sign was developed and reached its apogee with the establishment of 
the Cilician Armenian kingdom. 

During 1198, the coronation of baron Levon II to King Levon I 
of Cilician Armenia, silver coins were struck very extensively. Ci- 
lician Armenians struck gold, silver, and copper coins. These coins 
with their epigraphy, iconography, and metrology are classified as 
Armenian. attributes in medieval numismatics. Thousands of these Ci- 
lician Armenian coins are being exhibited today in many museums. 
Armenian gold coins are rare; and they never played a key role in 
the Armenian economy. The basic unit was the high quality silver 
"tram", 2,70-2.80 grams in weight. This was equivalent to the 
weight of the internationally accepted dirhem and it was exchanged 
in international markets on equal footing. During the ascendancy of 
Levon I to the throne of Cilician Armenia "coronation trams" were 
struck. The coronation of Levon I from the hand of Jesus Christ is 
pictured on the coin. Beside the above coins "double tram", "half 
double tram" and particularly "double lion” coins have been struck. 
The last double lion tram series has its "half tram" and "quarter 
tram" denominations also. All of the above mentioned coins were 
high quality silver coins. 

For internal domestic use, a copper coin named "tank", 7.40 
grams, was struck. 

The most typical characteristic of Armenian coins was a lion 
with a cross. This was so distinctive that it has been recognized 
in the field of numismatics as the "Armenian Lion". In monetary 
circulation of Gilician Armenia the bilingual coins also have been 
conspicuous These reflect the treaty signed beween Hetoum I and the 
Sultan of Iconium (Konya). Until 1270 the Cilician Armenian coins |

were struck with very high quality silver content. After this period, 
gradually, the weight of coins were reduced. Even in the copper se- 
ries a new unit was introduced in addition to the tank: it was 
called "kardez™, 4.60 grams. In the XIV Century the silver was re-— 
duced so much that the new silver coins were called "takvorin", 2.20 
grams. Also, a copper small coin, known as "pogh", became the domi- 
nant coin for domestic circulation. The weight of pogh was constant- 
ly reduced. 

In contrast to the Roupenides the Hetoumide coins were struck 
in equestrian appearance with a cross in the hand of king. On Arme- 
nian coins the royal picture was given without information to dis- 
tinguish the ruler. Most of the coins have been struck in the city 
of Sis, the capital city, and in some cases in Tarsus and Ayas.- 

All heirs of the kingdom have struck coins. However, dates have 
not appeared in the legend. The following is the classification of 
kings and their coins:

The translation of legend on the obverse reads, in addition to 
the name of the king, in complete or abbreviation: "King of all 
Armenians" or "King of Armenians"; the reverse: "By the will of God 
struck in city of Sis". 

From an artistic and metallurgical standpoint, the Cilician 
Armenian coins reflect in a characteristic way the XIII and XIV Cen- 
turies in Near Eastern numismatics. The best examples belong to the 
era of Levon I. His coins have remained in circulation for a long 
time after his death. The coins of the last kings reflect the poor 
and week condition of Cilician Armenia. 

Cilician Armenian coin hoards have never been discovered in Ar- 
menia proper. International trade and commerce has carried them to 
the markets of Mediterranean Asia Minor countries, Syria, Egypt, 
Balkan countries, and Italy. The information given in this summa- 
rized format is extracted from the materials at our disposal. New 
coin hoards in the future may discover the missing links and com- 
plete the history of this period.
